J. P. Morgan & Co. Financing Celanese 


New York Banker to Place 250,000 Shares of Preferred— Celanese Corp. 
of America to Make Films—Manufacture of Other Commodities May 
Be Undertaken—Cellulose Acetate to Be Basic Product Used 





Dr. Henry Dreyfus, who has 
just acquired control of British 
Celanese Co., has confirmed a re- 
port that J. P. Morgan & Co. has 
undertaken to guarantee an acces- 
sion of $25,000,000 of fresly capital 
for American Celanese Co. The 
issue will be in the form of 250,000 
shares of new prior preferred stock 
at a par value of $100. One hun- 
dred and twenty thousand new 
“split” common shares will also be 
issued at $50 a share, and these 
will be offered to existing holders 
on a basis of three for every twen- 


ty-two “split” common shares now 
held. 
The 250,000 prior preferred, 


which will be entitled to 7 per cent. 
dividend in preference to the par- 
ticipating stock, will be issued 
from time to time as the occasion 
requires. The common stock issue 
has been underwritten by Robert 
Fleming Co. of London, with J. P. 
Morgan & Co., as participants. 
The recapitalization plan would 
result in the company’s having 1,- 
000,000 no par common _ shares, 
$25,000,000 of new no par prior 
preferred, $15,000,000 of 7 per cent. 
cumulative first participating pre- 
ferred of $100 par value. The old 
7 per cent. cumulative second pre- 
ferred, authorized to the amount of 
$10,000,000 but none of which is 
outstanding, wiil be eliminated. 
From sources having contact 
with the Celanese Corp. of Ameri- 
ca it is learned that an announce- 
ment by that corporation may be 
expected to the effect that it is 
about to enter aggressively into 
other fields beside the production 
of Celanese yarn.

JAPAN’S CHEMICAL PLANS 
(Special to CHEMICAL Markets) 
Tokyo, June 1—The Japan Dye- 
stuff Industry Association, backed 
by the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, has decided to extend the 
sphere of its activity to chemicals 
and drugs. It has issued a month- 
ly magazine “Dyestuffs & Chemi- 
cals.” Dr. H. Hirano, expert of 
the Ministry, told a representative 
of “CHEMICAL Markets” that the 
Japanese Government is intending 
to supply national dyestuffs to the 
extent of ven 12,000,000, of which 
ven 4,000,000 is to be granted 
subsidy for encouraging dyestuff 
manufacturing. The Ministry is 
availing of this chance to support 
the organization of a pan-synthetic 
chemical industry body, including 
manufacturers of dyestuff and syn- 
thetic chemicals and spices. The 
Ministry has set aside yen 300,000 
to encourage the study in this field.

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MacDowell Tells Fertilizer Needs 





Essential In Any Plan of Economic Farmer, He Says In Address Before 


Soil Congress—Future 


Nitrogen Supplies 


Assured by Fixation 


Methods—How Chile May Regain Her Nitrate Leadership—Loca- 


tion of Raw Materials

Washington, June 22—“‘We, as a 
people, are eating less, wearing less 
and motoring, movie-ing and radio- 
ing more than we were a few years 
ago,” said Charles H. MacDowell, 
president Armour Fertilizer Works, 
Chicago, and representing The Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association, in 
speaking at the First International 
Congress of Soil Science, Washing- 
ton. 

“Fun and farming are in compe- 
tition, and the farmer is wonder- 
ing what is going to happen to him 
that hasn’t already happened. After 
all, farming is his living, his business, 
and social and financial profit is 
his goal. Hard times on the farm 
tend to poor farming, to neglect of 
the soil, to high overhead costs, 
even though out-of-pocket expense 
is small. 


Mr. MacDowell pointed out that 
in any plan of economic farming 
the use of fertilizer is a prime es- 
sential. Of last year’s corn crop, 
for instance, 52 per cent was soft 
corn, due to lack of phosphorous 
in the soil. With the phenomenal 
development of the fixation of at- 
mospheric synthetic nitrogen, many 
new and highly concentrated forms 
of fertilizers are coming onto the 
American market which 


may re- 
quire new agricultural technique 
for their successful use by the 
farmer in crop. production. He 


called upon the agronomists and soil 
scientists to give earnest study to 
these problems. 

“It is the function of the soil 
scientist and the practicing agron- 
omist not only to study these fac- 
tors and their control, but also to 
interpret the results 
practically to the

farmer. 
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farmer can best be instructed by 
the teachings of these who are un- 
biased. Much as an industry would 
like to help him, try hard as it 
may, its recommendations are 
often looked upon as not entirely 
disinterested. 


“Among the means of control, 
agricultural chemicals play a large 
and important part. The world 
has ample supplies of available raw 
material for the manufacture of 
these chemicals. The location of 
the raw materials is not altogether 
satisfactory from a _ nationalistic 
viewpoint. Europe is dependent on 
North Africa, America and _ the 
islands of the Pacific for materials 
for soluble phosphate production. 
Germany and France control most 
of the potash, although California 
is winning an increasing and im- 
portant tonnage of exceptionally 
high-grade potassium chloride. 
Spain has developed a producing 
potash mine, and Poland is exploit- 


ing her deposits. Chile controls 
natural nitrate nitrogen. With the 
reduction or removal of her ex- 


port tax, which is an artificial trade 
barrier, and with improvements in 
recovery technique already under 
way, Chile may regain the position 
she lost through high pricing and 
displacement of her product by 
other forms of nitrogen. By- 
product coke and gas plant installa- 
tions are increasing in number and 
in their output of ammonia liquor 
and sulfate of ammonia. These 
plants are widely distributed 
throughout the United States and 
provide supplies near points of 
consumption.

Nitrate of soda spot market con- 
tinues bare with no sales and few 
inquiries as buyers know there is 
no nitrate available, say Parsons & 
Petit, Beaver st.,. New York. Any 
price named would be nominal and 
between $2.75 and $3. per 100 
pounds. The statement continues: 

There has been a fair demand for 
futures, for the balance of this 
year and 1928. Sales were report- 
ed at $2.22% and $2.25, for, July, 
August, September, but the latest 


quotation for July 1927, to July 
1928 was $2.27Y%c. Mail advices 


from London, dated May 31, state 
that total European deliveries for 
July, 1926 to May 1927, have been 
869,000 tons, against 946,000 tons, 
for the same period of 1925-1926. 


Demand during the past month 
has been satisfactory, and with 
only moderate supplies in sight, 


prices for this season’s nitrate have 


advanced by 10s to 15s per ton, 
early delivery in the large Contin- 
ental markets being now quoted at 
£12.10s to £13 per ton, according 
to locality. 

Consumption for the nitrate year 
July, 1926 to June 1927, is estimat- 
ed to reach approximately 1,750,000 
tons, of which 920,000 tons was 
consumed in Europe and Egypt, 
670,000 tons in United States and 
160,000 tons in other countries. 
This represents a loss on the previ- 
ous year’s consumption of approxi- 
mately 327,000 tons, the relative 
figures for the year 1925-1926 be- 
ing 988,000, 914,000 and 175,000 
tons respectively. On the basis of 
the above estimate, stocks in the 
world’s consuming centres June 30 
will be approximately only 60,000 
tons, so that producers’ liability 
under the repurchase scheme is not

one or two exceptions markets will 
be practically bare of stocks by the 
time the lower priced June ship- 
ments arrive from Chile. 


The view has been _ generally 
held that with low prices, con- 
sumption for the year 1927-1928 
will be very considerably stimu- 
lated, but possibly some. slight 
modification of this opinion may 
be necessary now that prices are 
approximately 1s per quintal high- 
er than when free selling started. 
However, it is conceivable that, 
without the advance in price, suff- 


cient new production would not 
have been forthcoming to meet 
probable requirements, but this 


eventuality seems scarcely likely to 
arise with f. a. s. nitrate for sea- 
son shipment selling around 17s 
per quintal. At the moment thirty- 
eight oficinas with a probable out- 
put of about 150,000 tons monthly 
are working, or having declared 
their intention to recommence op- 
erations shortly. 


In reply to a new system of sales, 
embodying a reduction of the ex- 
port duty, which was recently pro- 
posed to the Chilean Ministry of 
finance, the ministry took the op- 
portunity once again to reiterate 
that while it is eventually prepared 
to take every measure necessary to 
sustain the industry, it will not 
countenance during the year 1927- 
1928 any divergence from a free 
market nor any change of duty, in 
order that under these conditions 
producers shall show, secure from 
all unsettling influences, what they 
can or cannot do and what assist- 


ance they really require. A satis- 
factory volume of business for 
Spring 1928 delivery has been 


transacted in Continental consum- 
ing markets, but the sharp rise in 
prices of about 10s per ton has 


momentarily checked demand. 
Sales on c. i. f. conditions have 
been negligible and both — sellers 


and buyers appear to be awaiting 
more stable conditions in the f. a. 
s. market. 

Very quiet conditions have ruled 
in the market for nitrate freights.

CREAM OF TARTAR AND TARTARIC ACID ADVANCE 


Poor Argol Crop Still Affects Market—Alcohol Strong—Mercury At A

The rapidly decreasing yield of 
this season’s argol crop, which is 
responsible for the present high 
prices of tartaric acid and cream 
of tartar, has caused another ad- 
vance. With the continually ad- 
vancing market, the demand is ex- 
cellent and the general belief is 
that both items will continue to be 
firmly placed, at least until the new 
argol crop in the Fall. Denatured 
alcohol is moving at a very satis- 
factory pace and several large con- 
tracts are being entered for Fall 
consumption at the recently estab- 
lished price scale. Mercury is 
stationary and fails to reveal any 
signs of weakening. As stocks are 
in good hands, no immediate 
change is expected. 

As tin metal seems to be at a 
firmly fixed station and the demand 
for derivatives is well up to nor- 
mal, factors are holding to their 
present prices. Glycerin has eased 
off due to a very dull and uninter- 
ested attitude taken by buyers. 
The cause of this depression is 
doubtful, some thinking the call is 
simply delayed and will appear 
later and others expressing the 
opinion that it is a reflection of the 
effect of ethylene glycol on the 
market. Rochelle salts are higher. 

Light oil distillates and the en- 
tire line of intermediates are un- 
changed both as to price and posi- 
tion. Benzene, xylene and solvent 
naphtha retain the same 
which has characterized them in 
the past, while there is no out- 
standing feature among the inter- 
mediate group.

Some buyers 
are acting in reluctance, thinking 
that alcohol will be lower in the 
Fall, while others are of the op- 
posite opinion and are covering 
their requirements accordingly. 
Producers however, seem to have 
production well in hand and the 
major belief is that present prices 
will hold easily and are likely to be 
higher.

Dibutyl Phthalate — Prices of 
$2.60@$2.70 meet a very good de- 
mand from consumers and produc- 
ers are well satisfied with its mo- 
tion. 

Paraformaldehyde — Since the 
recent decline in price, makers find 
a fair reaction and are experiencing 
a steady flow of both inquiry and 
orders at 45c@47%4c |b 

Pyridine — Is in very poor de- 
mand since its prohibition in de- 
naturing alcohol and may now be 
obtained at $1.50@$1.70 gallon. 

Solvent Naphtha — Is named at 
the same level of 35c gallon but 
fails to reveal any interest among 
the consuming trade. 

Toluene — Still retains its tight 
position, producers are selling their 
entire output at the basic price of 
35c gallon in tank cars, f. o. b. 
works. 

Xylene — Is quiet and uninter- 
esting although many lacquer manu- 
facturers who are unable to obtain 
toluene, are using xylene in its stead.

Castor Oil — Remains unchang- 
ed with prices firmly held at 13%c 
@l4c lb. for No. 1 in barrels and 
13c@14c lb. for No. 3. 

Chinawood Oil — Latest cable 
advices from China indicate a firm- 
er position to this commodity and 
dealers here, are now offering spot 
quantities at 20c@20%c per lb. in 
Tanks are still quoted 
nominally here but coast tank's are 
higher at 18c@18%c lb. and buy- 
ers have assumed a better interest.

Greases — Demand is slight at 
this time and sellers are asking 9'%4c 
lb. for choice white, 654c@634c Ib. 
for yellow and brown is named at 
65%c Ib. 

Lard Oil — Extra is “4c Ib. 
higher this week while prime re- 
mains the same at 147%c lb. 

Linseed Oil — Spot trading is 
very slow and the market is gen- 
erally quiet with regular contract 
withdrawals keeping stocks to a 
minimum. Prices are unchanged 
and 11.2 1b. for carlots is still pos- 
sible.

TEXAS GULF PLANS 

Walter H. Aldridge, president 
Texas Gulf Sulpkur Co. says the 
company has entered into an ar- 
rangement for the exploration of 
new deposits, which might result in 
the construction and operation of 
new plants. It is understood in 
Wall Street that the property con- 
sists of the sulfur mound recently 
discovered on acreage owned by 
Roxana Petroleum Co. The de- 
posit is near the properties being 
worked by Texas Gulf Sulphur Co, 
at Gulf, Texas. 

The announcement follows: 

“Arrangements have been re- 
cently concluded by which Texas 
Gulf Sulphur Co. will have an op- 
portunity to explore a number of 
deposits on which sulfur has been 
found. While some of these de- 
posits show favorable indications 
from preliminary drilling, it is im- 
possible at this time to tell wheth- 
er another commercial deposit will 
be developed on any of the lands, 
but should the company be success- 
ful, a new plant or plants will be 
constructed and operated. As the 
company owns the lands at Gulf 
in fee, no royalties have been paid 
on the sulfur produced, but if sul- 
fur is produced on any of the new 
properties, then it will be necessary 
to pay royalties to those with 
whom the arrangements have been 
made.” 

Texas Gulf now owns over 3,000 
acres of land at Gulf containing a 
sulfur deposit of 200 to 300 acres 
in area. Last year the company 
obtained additional land at Mata- 
gora, Texas. While nothing could 
be learned regarding tlhe financial 
details of the new arrangement, it 
is understood that no new financ- 
ing will be necessary. Texas Gulf 
Sulfur, it is understood, has ap- 
proximately $17,000,000 in cash and 
would be able to compete the 
transaction without stock or bond 
issues. 

Common shares of Canadian Ex- 
plosives Ltd., will be split up and 
this will probably be followed by 
listing the stock in the Montreal 
market. The plan that is being 
considered by the directors is a 6 
for 1 split. At present up to 200 
is being offered for the stock, and 
no one selling.

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FEDERAL TRADE CHANGE 


Federal Trade Commission has 
modified its rules to erable firms 
accused of unfair trade methods to 
be heard before a complaint is 
issued. The new procedure is 
described as follows: 

“Except as hereinafter provided, 
the Board of Review, before it shall 
recommend to the Commission that 
a complaint issue in any case, shall 
afford the proposed respondent a 
hearing to show cause why a com- 
plaint should not issue. Such hear- 
ing shall be informal in character 
and shall not involve the taking of 
testimony. The proposed respon- 
dent shall be permitted to make or 
submit such statements of fact or 
law as he shall desire. The extent 
and control of such hearing shall 
rest with a majority of the Board. 
The respondent shall have three 
weeks notice of the time and place 
of hearing, to ‘be served on the 
respondent by the Secretary of the 
Commission. 

Provided, That if in any case the 
majority of the Board shall be of 
opinion that a hearing is not re- 
quired because (a) the respondent 
has been fully interviewed and has 
given to the examiner every fact or 
argument that could be offered as 
a defense, or (b) the practice has 
been fully established and is of 
such character that in the nature 
of the case nothing could be ad- 
duced in mitigation, or (c) to delay 
the issuance of a complaint to af- 
ford a hearing might result in a 
loss of jurisdiction, or (d) other- 
wise unnecessary or incompatible 
with the public interest, the Board 
may transmit the case to the Com- 
mission, via the Docket Section, 
with its conclusions and  recom- 
mendations, without a hearing as in 
this rule provided.”
